The New $1 ,000,000 Shops of 
the Missouri Pacific. 


MANY NEW HOME DISTRICTS 


A ComptinnenUry Article That Wat 
Printed In the St. Louis Re­ 
public This Morning. 


T he new locom otive and car repair 
shops a t Sedalia, which have been in 
construction for a y ear, are now in 
com m ission, say s today ’s St. I^ uis Re­ 
public. 
T hese shops will he to the 
M issouri Pacific railw ay 
w hat 
the 
shops a t B aring Cross, near L ittle 
Rock, are to th e Iron M ountain. 
All 
th e repair w ork for the northern part 
of the sy stem will be done a t Sedalia, 
and all the repair work for the south­ 
ern p a rt at Baring Cross. The Sedalia 
shops are som ew hat larger than those 
at B aring Cross, bi 
the two are al­ 
m ost equal in size . 
I capacity . 
The Sedalia shops 
cost about 
a 
m illion dollars. 
The grounds 
com­ 
prise 129 acres. 
The conspicuous fea­ 
tures of the place are the standpipe, 
60 feet high and 30 feet in diam eter, 
w ith a capacity of 317 ,000 gallons, and 
th e sm okestack, 17 5 feet high and 10 
feet 6 inches in diam eter. 
The build­ 
ings consist of casting shed, lum ber 
y ards, freight car repair shed, 7 0x140 
feet; planing mill, 8 0x268 feet; scrap- 
iron bin, 
30x300 feet; 
blacksm ith 
shop, 100x244 feet; pow er house, 8 0x 
136 feet; 
casting platform , 
56x230 
feet; 
storeroom and ofllce,

coach shop. 100x312 feet; paint 
shop. 100x312 feet; locom otive erect­ 
ing and holler shop. 135x7 52 feet, and 
7 0-foot electric

The num ber of perm anent em ploy es 
will be about 2200. 
Twenty -five loco­ 
m otives a m onth can be overhauled 
and several hundred freight cars a 
day can be repaired la these shops.

The bait-pot acts as an attractive 
bait for bass and crappie, and when 
once they reach

hole they refuse to leave.

around and around the bait-pot in a 
futile effort to get at the m innows, 
th eir appetites becom ing m ore vora­ 
cious w ith each passing hour. 
Then the blue-coat angler 
comes 
along w ith a pail of m innows, and the 
hungry bass and crappie, w ith th eir 
w hetted appetites, are easy prey . One 
by one they are landed in R obertson’s 
fishing basket, and he returns home 
laden down w ith the finest fish th at 
swim in M issburi w aters.

It was nearly 200 years ago that 
Edmund Hailey constructed what is 
often referred to as the first diving 
bell, although the 
apparatus must 
have been much like that which was 
used in the presence of Chalres V., 
says an exchange. 
The principle of the diving bell is 
simple. 
An inverted jar sunk in the 
water retains air at its top, and if 
there is enoug hair men may live and 
breathe and work there and keep dry. 
Dr. Hailey’s diving bell 
was 
a 
rge wooden chamber, open at the 
botioni and loaded there with lead to 
prevent it from turning in the water. 
Pieces of glass set in the roof furnish­ 
ed light. 
Air was supplied by an in­ 
genious method; four leaded casks 
full of air were sent down, bung down­ 
ward. 
Tipping 
the 
barrel, 
water 
would rush into it and drive out the 
air to the man in the bell chamber. 
At the depth of thirty-three feet 
the air is compressed to half its for­ 
mer bulk and the bell is, therefore, 
at that depth filled full with water, 
and as the depth increases, so do the 
compression and the pressure.

Finally, during the siege of Chateau 
d’Un, she dressed in a man’s uniform, 
took her turn on the walls with the 
defenders of the town, and when her 
work there was done threw a loose 
gown over her uniform and went to 
do what she could for the sick and 
wounded in the hospital. 
For her bravery Mme. .Tarrethout 
was given the Cross of the Legion of 
Honor, and on official occasions num­ 
bers of lesser medals decorated her. 
She died in poverty, and her burial 
yesterday was of “the 
fifth class” 
only. 
But a picket of soldiers follow­ 
ed the poor coffin to the grave, Of­ 
ficers made speeches over it and her 
old comrade.-* musten-d from all parts 
of France to say good-by. 
“She was 
a good woman and brave,” said one 
vetrran whom 
she 
had nursed 35 
years ago. and his few words were 
wortli more than all the eulogy in the 
official speeches

A fter d igging through 
lay ers of 
sand and clay to the d epth of 140 
feet he cam e upon a lay er of black soil, 
evid ently fertile, some three feet thick, 
and below this struck some oy ster 
shells and charred wood and then un­ 
covered an object about the size of a 
twelve-q uart pail, which appeared to 
be a coarsely mad ^ stone jar, or wid e­ 
mouthed jug. 
T here had been hand les 
on the 
sid es, but these were broken off and 
lost. 
The m outh 
was 
five inches 
across and herm etically sealed by a 
round , flat stone fitted into it and 
then the crack around the stone filled 
with a hard , black w’ax , som ething re­ 
sem bling pitch, hut having a slight 
od or like the gum that form s on the 
wild cherry tree. 
On carefully rem oving the cover, 
Koble d iscovered that the ja r 
was 
com pletely filled with d ried red and 
black raspberries in nearly eq ual por­ 
tions. and in a state of perfect preser­ 
vation. 
There is no telling how m any 
hund red s of thousand s and , perhaps, 
m illions of y ears ago the raspberries 
were sealed up in the jar, but they 
were as fresh and fragrant as if put 
away a m onth ago. 
They had not been looked over and 
m any leaves had been left in the fruit, 
and these were as perfect a green as 
on the d ay the ja r w'as closed . 
Mrs. 
Koble cooked some of the berries and 
served them up for d inner, and every 
one who partook of the fruit found 
them as perfect as the berries pre­ 
served by the m ost careful and suc­ 
cessful housekeepers of tod ay . 
But perhaps the m ost rem arkable 
feature of the 
d iscovery was that 


mad e by Koble while looking at the 
fruit with a microscope. 
There were 
several m inute Insects, invisible to 
the naked ey e, on one of the berries 
and as d ried and lifeless in appear­ 
ance as the seed s of the fruit them ­ 
selves. 
On being placed for an hour 
in warm w'ater the little insects re­ 
vived and began to run about as cheer­ 
fully and busily as had been their cus­ 
tom away back in the d im ages of the 
long before the Iglafciers^ of 
latest ice age wo rked Iheir g rind&g 
way across the continent. 
' The fruit appears to have been d ried 
by the action of the sun aló ne, w ith­ 
out fire, or any cooking, and , inas­ 
much as the seed s, so far as is as­ 
certained by the microscope, appear 
to be in perfect cond ition, Koble will 
plant some to see if they will grow.

The figures were made public yes- 
iiCrday from the state labor bureau 
a nd will be used in the annual report 
for 1905, which is nearly ready for 
the printer. 
It is conceded by the W ashington 
authorities that Missouri rank s first 
in frogs, and that the frogs of this 
sta te are larger and have a better 
taste than those whicn are placed on 
the m ark ets elsewhere. 
Many more 
pounds are shipped than returns show, 
.as m ost shippers pack them in a bar­ 
rel with fish and turtles and label all 
fish.
